The  water  is  derived  from  fjunzfac.e  springs  and  passes 
to  a covered  service  reservoir. of  180,000  gallons  capacity, 
and  to  an  uncovered  storage  reservoir  of  3)4  million  gallons 
capacity.  The  water  is  .treated  by  slow  sand  filtration  and 
chlorination.  The  .supply  is  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the 
District  and  a supplementary  supply  is  obtained  from  Bangbr 
Corporation  by  means  of  a pipe  laid- over  the  Suspension  Bridge.

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis . 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  is  carried  out  the  the  Chest  Physician 
in  collaboration  with  the  County  Me  Heal  Officer  and  his  staff. 

The  scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of  ne™-b?rn  infants  born 
into  tuberculjus  households  and  of  tuberculin-negative  contacts 
of  known  cases.  During  1950,  seven  such  vaccinations  were  carried 
out  in  the  District. 
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
